EUROPE. 

A dispatch from Berlin threatens that un- 
less Paris surrenders soon, a regular attack will 
be made.: ‘The situation at Paris is represented 
through the Bordeaux medium to be encourag- 
ing. Gen.'Troonv had liberated & number of 
German, officers, after first. showing them the 
abundant stores of the garrison, that they might 
disabuse the minds of the besiegmmg Generals of 
the false idea that a further resistance was im- 
possible. Bordeaux telegrams also say that M. 
GAMBETTA is to go to Lyons to review the army 
there. One of the chiefs of battalion of the Na- 
tional Guard of Lyons was shot, on the 20th, by a 
band of wretches who went through a mock trial. 
The Prussian design of obtaining provisions 
from England by way of Dieppe. is said to have

An Anticipated Struggzie—How Sccrecy is 
Preserved—Trechu’s Pian—The Feed 
Supply—Latest Tidings. 
Frem Oar Special Cegrespondent 
Panis, Tuesday, Nov. 29, 1870. 
The supreme moment has at length arrived, 
ané even as I-write these words, doubtiess, the 
¥rench troops are engaged in their great struggle 
swith the besieging army. For some days the 
pian of operations has been known, the young 
staff oficers who made their farewell visite to 
frientis and mistresses having jgiven, of course 
‘under the seal of secrecy, the plan of the eam- 
paign. Sunday mornimg at Jeast one thousand of 
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the petites dames of the quartiers were well in- 
formed as to the Governors plans, and although 
there were Many exaggerations in.then stories, 
one saw that they were too circumstanhal. au 
fond not to have an official origin. It 1s easy ‘to 
see now why 1t that all of Gen. TrocHu’s 
plansare talked about some days before they are 
put into execution. There are sufficient,reasons 
for supposing that the Germans are: well in- 
fermed of the proposed plan, and that they 
have made all of their dispositions for the attack. 
- Yesterday was the day appointed, and at an 


early hour.I went out to see the opening, finding 


Gen. -Vino¥ Divouacked upon the Champs 
@e Mars. This was proof enough that there 


‘would be no attack that day, for Viroy must. 


have his foree disposed before the break of day; 
or he would Hever susceédjin passing the Prus- 
aian batteries. This was indeed the case, and 
last night Gen. Vinoy took up his position under 
the guns of Mont Valerien, while Gen, Ducror 
held his force in readiness behind Ivry, Bicetre 
and Montrouge. At 4o’clock a furious cannonade 
‘was opened all along the line, the reports of 
heavy guns coming in ‘without cessation until 
the usual noises of the city, preyented os from 
distinguishing them. Before 12.0’clock the forts 
were all silent, a fact which may mean that the 
-enemy, has been pushed back beyond their range, 


.or that, for some reason or ‘other, the attack haa 


-been deferred: Weecan hardly reéeive informa- 
tion before night. 
RUMORS. 

The plan of piercing thé enemy's lines has
